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FULL  PRICING.— Arrangements  have 
bean  made  for  the  reintroduction  by 
gradual  stages  of  full  pricing  of  all  pre- 
scriptions. Recently  chemist  contractors 
dispensing  not  more  than  500  prescrip- 
tions a  month  have  been  having  their 
prescriptions  fully  priced.  Those  contrac- 
tors who  in  April  dispensed  not  more  than 
1,250  prescriptions  will  be  the  next  group 
to  have  the  benefit  of  full  pricing.  Com- 
mencing with  the  August  prescriptions 
they  will  be  instructed  by  their  executive 
council  to  sort  the  prescriptions  into 
doctor  order.  Contractors  who  are  not 
notified  of  their  inclusion  in  that  new 
fully-priced  group  will  be  required  to 
sort  their  August  prescriptions  into  "S" 
and  "A"  bundles.  The  timing  of  further 
stages  in  the  scheme  depends  upon  the 
ability  of  the  pricing  bureaux  to  cope 
with  the  increased  work  without  undue 
delays  in  certifying  accounts  for  payment. 

STATUTORY  COMMITTEE. — On 
July  1  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  considered  the 
circumstances  that  led  to  the  conviction 
of  a  pharmacist-optician  at  a  magistrates' 
court  for  illegally  selling  Codis  tablets,  the 
sale  not  being  effected  by  or  under  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist, 
and  adjourned  the  case  for  approximately 
one  year.  During  the  hearing  Mr.  Castle 
(solicitor  for  the  Society)  indicated  that 
where  pharmacist-opticians  were  in  sole 
charge  of  pharmacies  without  other 
pharmacists  on  the  staff,  the  Society  would 
not  approve  of  the  sale  of  a  poison  being 
made  while  optical  work  was  being  done. 
He  said  "If  you  are  engaged  on  optical 
work  when  someone  comes  into  the 
pharmacy  and  asks  for  poison  that  person 
must  be  refused  until  you  have  finished 
your  optical  work."  Full  details  of  the 
case  are  unavoidably  held  over. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  INFORMATION 
COUNCIL. — The  decision  has  been 
taken  by  the  Photographic  Information 
Council,  formed  a  year  ago,  that  its  work 
shall  continue.  Mr.  Norman  S.  Thorpe, 
Derby  (chairman  of  the  council),  said  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Council  recently  "I  would 
suggest  that  the  photographic  trade  has 
done  well  during  the  past  twelve  months 
.  .  .  Would  your  committee  be  too  con- 
ceited if  they  claimed  at  least  some  of  the 
credit  for  this?"  Mr.  Thorpe's  report 
stated  that  the  Council  had  been  formed 
with  the  object  of  making  still  and  cine 
photography  the  interest  and  hobby  of  a 
much  greater  section  of  the  general  public. 
A  number  of  excellent  ideas  had  had  to  be 
shelved  because,  on  its  present  budget, 
the  committee  lacked  money  to  put  them 
into  effect.  The  Council's  challenge 
trophies  for  schools'  photography  must, 
he  said,  become  annual  awards.  Members 
of  the  executive  committee  were  unanimous 
that  the  work  should  be  planned  on  a  long- 
term  basis  for  maximum  effect,  and 
proposed  that  the  Council  should  become 
a  company  limited  by  guarantee.  "We 


believe,  however,  that  there  are  many 
photographic  dealers  who  would  like  to 
support  the  work  of  the  Council  indivi- 
dually as  well  as  through  their  member- 
ship of  the  Photographic  Dealers'  Associ- 
ation. It  is  proposed,  therefore,  in  the 
new  constitution  to  make  provision  for 
such  support."  The  Council's  publicity 
consultants  reported  that  over  100  news- 
papers were  now  publishing  regularly 
weekly  articles  on  photography  and 
nearly  200  were  using  occasional  articles. 
Women's  magazines  were  also  showing 
growing  interest  in  amateur  photography 
and  special  articles  had  been  written  for 
specialised  magazines  covering  such  sub- 
jects as  yachting  and  gardening. 

CHEMICAL  ENGINEERING  LAB- 
ORATORIES.—Lord  Hailsham  (Lord 
President  of  the  Council)  on  June  29 
opened  new  laboratories  at  Warren  Spring, 
Herts,  for  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research.  The  function  of 
the  laboratories,  the  erection  of  which 
commenced  fourteen  months  ago,  is  to 
undertake  research  and  development 
likely  to  have  a  particular  value  in  chemi- 
cal engineering.  The  new  laboratories  will 
"pay  their  way"  by  carrying  out  industrial 
sponsored  researches  as  well  as  work 
commissioned  by  other  D.S.I.R.  labor- 
tories  and  Government  departments.  A 
372-ft.-long  three-story  block  communi- 
cates with  three  pilot-scale  laboratories 
each  90  ft.  x  55  ft.  Large  equipment 
items  are  readily  installed  through  folding 
doors  that  provide  30  ft.  of  head  room, 
inside  the  building  overhead  cranes 
enable  the  equipment  to  be  easily  handled. 
Steering  committee  for  the  project  is 
headed  by  Sir  Harrv  Jephcott,  D.Sc, 
F.P.S.,  F.R.I.C. 

A  PHARMACEUTICAL  TOUR: 
Thirty-five  members  of  the  pharmacy 
department  of  Manchester  University 
recently  returned  from  a  twelve-day  tour 
of  Switzerland  and  France.  During  a 
three-day  stay  in  Basle  the  party  visited 
the  pharmaceutical  plants  of  Geigy,  Ciba, 
Roche  and  Sandoz;  the  city  hospital  (the 
Buergerspital);  two  retail  pharmacies  and 
the  famous  pharmacy  museum.  A  further 
three  days  were  spen  ttouring  Zurich, 
Lucerne,  Interlaken  and  Berne,  before 
travelling  to  Paris  for  a  visit  to  the 
factories  of  Roussel  and  U.C.L.A.F.  All 
were  impressed  by  what  they  saw  and 
grateful  for  the  hospitality  by  their  hosts 
in  both  countries. 

AWARDS  FOR  SCIENCE  FILMS.— 
Two  awards  made  by  the  Brit.  Ass.  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science  at  the  Harrogate 
Festival  of  Films  in  the  Service  of  Indus- 
try, April  20-24  (see  C  &  D.,  May  23, 
p.  560),  were  formally  presented  at  a 
reception  in  London  on  July  1  by  Lord 
Rennell  of  Rodd  (general  treasurer  of  the 
Ass.).  Winners  were  the  Shell  Interna- 
ational  Petroleum  Co.,  Ltd.  for  a  film. 
"  Schlieren  "  made  to  explain  the  Sch- 
lieren  photographic  technique  in  aero- 
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dynamic  research  (it  renders  visible  such 
things  as  air  movements  resulting  from 
the  impact  of  aeroplane  wings)  ;and  the 
British  Transport  Commission  for  a  film 
"Between  the  Tides,"  a  study  of  marine 
life  on  the  Pembrokeshire  coast. 

HISTORIC  PHARMACIES  RECON- 
STRUCTED.—The  Wellcome  Found- 
ation, Ltd.,  has  put  on  exhibition  at  its 
headquarters  at  183  Euston  Road,  Lon- 
don, N.W.I,  five  early  pharmacies  from 
its  collections.  They  are  John  Bell's 
pharmacy  at  Oxford  Street,  London,  as 
it  was  around  1820;  a  17th-century 
Italian  pharmacy;  a  Hispano-Mauresque 
pharmacy  of  around  1790;  an  English 
pharmacy  of  the  1680's;  and  an  Arab 
pharmacy.  They  were  formally  opened  by 
the  Foundation's  chairman  (Mr.  Michael 
W.  Perrin,  C.B.E.,  F.R.I.C.)  on  July  1 
and  will  remain  on  view  until  further 
notice.  The  reconstructed  John  Bell 
pharmacy  incorporates  the  actual  shop- 
front  dismantled  in  1909  and  acquired  by 
Sir  Henry  Wellcome.  Some  of  the  previous- 
ly purchased  contents  are  supplemented 
by  items  appropriate  to  the  pharmacy  of 
the  period.  The  other  English  pharmacy 
has  been  reconstructed  from  various 
sources;  it  contains  drug  jars  of  Lambeth 
delftware  and  a  pill-tile  bearing  the  arms 
of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London. 

The  Arab  pharmacy  is  a  reconstruction 
using  genuine  Arab  material.  Structure, 
fittings  and  contents  are  all  of  Arab

Theophrastus  and  Dioscorides. 

European  Pharmaceutical  Manufacturers. 

The  pharmaceutical  industries  of  the 
countries  in  the  European  Economic 
Community  Belgium,  France,  Western 
Germany,  Holland,  Luxembourg  and 
Italy,  have  formed  an  organisation  for  the 
discussion  of  problems  arising  from  the 
operation  of  the  Common  Market.  The 
organis  is  known  as  the.  Groupemente  In- 
ternational de  Tlndustrie  Pharmaceutique 
des  Pays  de  la  Communaute  Economique 
Europeenne  (G.I. I. P.)  and  its  president 
is  Mr.  E.  Vekemans  of  Belgium.  At  a 
meeting  of  G.I. I. P.  held  in  Paris  on  June 
23,  there  were  presnet,  by  invitation, 
representatives  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industries  in  five  of  the  countries  outside 
the  Common  Market — Austria,  Denmark, 
Great  Britain,  Sweden  and  Switzerland. 
The  British  representatives,  appointed  by 
the  Association  of  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry,  were  Messrs.  C.  C.  Stevens, 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Ltd.,  pharm- 
aceuticals division,  A.  Duckworth  (secre- 
tary, Association  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry)  and  J.  M.  Kirkness  (deputy- 
secretary,  A.B.P.I.).  Among  the  subjects 
discussed  were  health  legislation,  social 
security,  patents,  economic  problems  and 
pharmacopoeias.  It  is  expected  that 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  continued 
collaboration  between  G.I. LP.  and  the 
pharmaceutical  industries  of  the  other 
countries   represented  at  the  meeting.

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

PRESCRIBING  ADVICE  IN  NEW 
ZEALAND. — A  doctor  has  been  appoin- 
ted an  assistant  director  of  the  division 
of  clinical  services  at  the  Department  of 
Health  in  New  Zealand  to  visit  private 
practitioners  in  all  parts  of  the  Dominion 
in  order  to  discuss  prescribing  problems 
and  to  offer  information  and  advice, 
particularly  about  new  products. 
PRESCRIBING  IN  CEYLON— Doctors 
in  government  service  in  Ceylon  will  not  be 
able,  in  the  future,  to  prescribe  for  their 
patients  the  various  types  of  new  drugs 
coming  into  the  market,  without  giving 
valid  reasons  for  their  decision  to  use  the 
drugs.  The  Department  of  Health  Services 
has  drawn  up  a  Ceylon  hospital  formulary, 
to  guide  the  doctors  on  the  kind  of  drugs 
that  should  be  prescribed  to  patients  for 
various  illnesses.  At  present  any  doctor 
can  prescribe  all  proprietary  medicine  and 
there  is  no  check  maintained  by  the 
department  on  those  drugs.  It  has  been 
decided  that  the  new  formulary  should  be 
be  made  available  to  all  doctors,  and 
medical  institutions  throughout  the  island 
The  new  system,  it  is  pointed  out,  does 
not  mean  that  doctors  are  prohibited  from 
prescribing  new  drugs.  They  can  do  so  if 
they  considered  such  a  step  absolutely 
essential  in  the  interest  of  the  patient  and 
then  submit  a  report.  With  the  introduc- 


tion of  the  new  scheme,  most  of  the  drugs 
will  be  obtained  for  all  hospitals  and  very 
few  purchases  from  the  local  market. 

THE  American  Pharmaceutical  Assoc- 
iation is  holding  its  106th  convention  at 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  during  the  week  begin- 
ning August  16. 

U.S.  LABELS  FOR  HAZARDOUS 
CHEMICALS.— Warnings  on  the  labels 
of  all  products  containing  hazardous 
chemicals  are  a  declared  objective  of  a 
draft  law  formulated  by  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  recently  intro- 
duced into  the  United  States  Congress. 
Half  of  all  substances  causing  accidental 
injury  and  death  in  America  were  stated 
recently  not  to  be  by  law  to  carry  pre- 
cautionary labelling.  Many  of  them  were 
used  in  the  home  and,  in  other  places 
where  harmful  exposure  was  not  controll- 
ed as  in  manufacturing  processes.  Examin- 
ation of  over  1000  varieties  of  products 
is  understood  to  have  chemicals  used  in 
commercial  establishments  such  as  hotels, 
•garages,  laundries  and  restraurants  needed 
the  benefit  of  labelling  as  greatly  as  those 
entering  the  home.

And  it's  flying  in  the  face  o'  Providence ;  for  what  are  doctors  for,  if  we 
aren't  to  call  'em  in?  "  The  supplier  of  aunt  Pullet's  medicines  was  on  to 
a  good  thing,  for  the  house  showed  signs  of  her  appetitie  for  the  "  pills 
as  before  "  and  the  new  drops  at  eleven  and  four,  besides  the  effervescing 
mixture  "  when  agreeable."  But  though  the  physic  bottles  filled  two  of  the 
long  store-room  shelves,  aunt  Pullet  was  afraid  she  might  go  before  they 
filled  three.  The  pill-boxes  were  in  the  closet  in  her  room,  but  it  was  a 
lasting  sorrow  that  there  was  nothing  to  show  for  the  boluses  but  the 
bills.  Aunt  Pullet,  one  feels,  would  not  have  taken  her  discharge  from 
hospital. 

The  Patient  Prescriber 

In  seconding  a  resolution  on  ethical  standards  in  advertising,  one  of 
the  Branch  Representatives  said  recently  that  television  advertising  was 
having  an  adverse  effect  upon  the  lay  public,  making  them  more  sensitive 
to  their  ailments,  and  causing  them  to  tell  their  doctors  what  medicines 
they  wanted.  That  trend,  said  the  speaker,  was  penetrating  hospital 
practice.  Patients  were  demanding  preparations  that  were  advertised  to 
the  lay  public  "  and  we  have  to  obtain  them  to  keep  the  patients  quiet, 
otherwise  they  would  take  their  discharge,  which  would  be  a  slur  on  the 
hospital."  I  take  it  that  the  speaker  meant  exactly  what  he  said.  Have 
matters  really  reached  such  a  pass  in  the  hospital  service  that  the  patient 
is  in  charge  of  the  doctor?  Is  it  a  slur  on  the  hospital  to  allow  patients 
to  take  their  discharge  for  such  a  paltry  reason?  Provided  such  a  patient 
is  not  infectious  and  a  source  of  danger  to  the  community,  the  sooner  he 
is  at  liberty  the  better.  Are  there  hospital  doctors  who  will  succumb  to 
such  pressure  from  patients?  I  find  it  hard  to  believe,  yet  the  statement 
quoted  suggests  just  that.  Is  it  a  question  of  prestige  in  the  hospital 
service  to  keep  patients  at  all  costs?  It  seems  a  slur  on  the  medical 
profession  to  accuse  them  of  such  practice.  But  one  is  left  with  the 
speaker's  statement,  and  a  sense  of  amazement.

THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  its  meeting  on  June  30  and  July 
1  noted  that  hospitals  would  probably 
be  officially  advised  in  the  near  future  to 
establish  central  sterilisation  departments. 
The  Council  adopted  the  recommendation 
that  a  letter  should  be  sent  to  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists  stating  that  the 
Council  considered  that,  as  a  matter  of 
principle,  the  chief  pharmacist  in  a  hos- 
pital should  be  responsible  for  the  central 
sterilisation  department,  and  that,  subject 
to  the  Guild's  comments,  the  provision  of 
revision  courses  for  hospital  pharmacists 
on  sterilising  procedures  would  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Society's  Department  of 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences. 

Names  Confused 

After  noting  that  correspondence  had 
passed  between  the  Society  and  the 
Registrar  of  Trade  Names  concerning  the 
liability  the  names  Rarical  and  Ronicol 
to  become  confused  with  one  another,  the 
Council  approved  a  recommendation  that 
photo  copies  of  prescriptions  containing 
the  names  should  be  sent  to  the  Editor  of 
Presenters'  Notes.  The  term  of  office  of 
the  members  of  the  Statutory  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Council  being  due  to 
expire  on  July  3,  the  Council  appointed 
as  the  new  committee  members  Messrs. 
C.  G.  Drummond,  T.  Heseltine,  W.S. 
Howells,  D.  W.  Hudson  and  S.  G.  Tyde- 
man.  It  was  agreed  to  send  a  letter 
expressing  the  Council's  cordial  thanks  to 
Mr.  A.  A.  Meldrum  for  his  services  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  for  the  past 
ten  years.  Mr.  Hudson  was  appointed 
chairman  of  the  Establishment  and  Organ- 
isation Committee  in  succession  to  Mr. 
Brocklehurst.  Mr.  E.  Hunt  was  appointed 
an  inspector  of  the  Society  in  place  of  Mr. 
H.  C.  Highfield,  retired. 

It  was  reported  that  a  contribution 
towards  the  cost  of  the  recent  exhibit  of 
the  Society  at  the  National  Education  and 
Careers  Exhibition  had  been  received  from 
Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.,  and 
that  the  offer  of  a  contribution  received 
from  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
in  February  was  now  to  be  accepted.  The 
Council  endorsed  the  recommendation  to 
pass  on  the  thanks  of  the  Council  to 
Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.,  for 
their  gift,  and  to  the  representatives  of 
the  Association  of  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry,  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  and 
Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.,  for 
their  help  in  connection  with  the  general 
arrangements  for  the  exhibit,  and  to 
Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  also  for  the 
loan  of  a  film. 

The  Council  agreed  to  make  a  grant  of 
£56  to  Mr.  Bateson  for  research  assistance 
at  the  City  of  Birmingham  College  of 
Technology  during  the  summer  vacation. 
Recommendations  were  adopted  that  the 
president,  the  chairman  of  the  Education 
Committee  and  Professor  Macdonald 
should  be  appointed  to  the  adjudicating 
committee  for  the  award  of  the  Wellcome 
Pharmaceutical  Research  Fellowships  dur- 
ing 1959,  and  that  two  representatives  of 
the  Wellcome  Trust  on  that  Committee, 
with  Professor  Macdonald,  should  be 
invited  to  serve  with  the  president  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Education  Committee 


on  the  recommending  committee  during 
1959  for  the  Society's  Research  awards. 

It  was  agreed  to  continue  until  July 
1962  the  approval  of  the  Dundee  Tech- 
nical College  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
a  training  course  for  the  Society's  Qual- 
ifying examination. 

In  June  three  persons  were  registered 
as  "Student",  making  a  total  of  forty- 
three  in  the  current  year,  against  432  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  1958.  Three 
former  members  of  the  Society,  having 
paid  the  necessary  fees  and  penalties,  had 
been  restored  to  the  Register,  and  the 
Council  restored  the  name  of  one  person 
whose  name  had  been  removed  more  than 
ten  years  ago.  It  was  agreed  to  accept  ten 
applications  for  reciprocal  registration 
under  Section  XIX  (16),  and  authority 
was  given  for  the  registration  of  three 
further  applicants  when  their  applications 
were  in  order. 

The  registrar  was  authorised  to  remove 
certain  names  and  addresses  from  the 
Registers. 

It  was  reported  that  the  North  Stafford- 
shire Branch  was  arranging  a  series  of 
meetings  in  Crewe  because  its  Crewe 
members  had  difficulty  in  getting  to  the 
usual  meeting-place.  It  had  been  ascer- 
tained that  members  in  the  Nantwich  area 
(which  was  in  the  area  of  Chester  Branch) 
wished  to  be  transferred  to  the  North 
Staffordshire  Branch.  After  consultation 
with  the  Chester  Branch,  it  was  agreed 
to  take  appropriate  steps  to  effect  that 
change. 

Scottish  Library  Improvements 

The  Council  approved  a  recommend- 
ation that  a  number  of  books  in  the 
library,  which  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish 
Department  considered  as  surplus,  should 
be  sold  and  the  proceeds  devoted  to  the 
improvement  and  redecoration  of  the 
library  .Certain  books  of  interest  to  the 
Scottish  National  Library  would  be 
presented  to  that  library.  The  Council 
approved  a  recommendation  by  the 
Ethical  Committee  for  the  publication  in 
the  Society's  journal  of  a  statement 
commenting  on  the  Statutory  Committee's 
decision  in  a  recen  inquiry,  (C.  &  D., 
May  9,  p.  493),  and  confirming  the 
Councils'  policy  of  submitting  to  the 
Statutory  Committee  all  cases  of  advertis- 
ing of  dispensing  services. 

A  letter  had  been  received  from  Mr.  J. 
B.  Lloyd  (chief  pharmacist,  Manchester 
Royal  Infirmary),  announcing  that  he  was 
writing  the  history  of  his  department;  to 
help  in  that  study  the  Society's  records 
had  been  examined  and  information 
provided. 

The  offer  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Wood  (chief 
pharmacist,  Royal  Marsden  Hospital)  of 
a  number  of  old  shop  rounds  was  grate- 
fully accepted. 

Grants  amounting  to  £298  10s.  to  five 
widows  and  four  members  were  reported 
and  recommendations  were  approved  for 
grants  amounting  to  £678  to  four  widows 
Five  applications  were  deferred,  and  in 
two  other  cases  no  grant  was  made.  A 
grant  of  £20  was  made  from  the  War 
Aid  Fund,  and  a  grant  of  £100  from  the 
Orphan  Fund  was  approved.  In  the  June 
quarter  of  1959  thirty-three  grants 
amounting   to    £1,525    12s.   from  the 


Benevolent  Fund  were  made,  against 
thirty-one  grants  and  £1,731  in  the  same 
quarter  a  year  ago.  Grants  from  the  War 
Aid  Fund  in  the  quarter  numbered  seven, 
and  amounted  to  £610. 

The  warden  of  Birdsgrove  House 
reported  that,  in  the  month  to  June  16, 
fifty-seven  guests  had  stayed  at  the  con- 
valescent home  for  an  aggregate  of 
seventy-eight  weeks,  against  thirty-two 
guests  and  forty-three  weeks  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1958.  Ten 
contributions,  totalling  £41  18s.,  were 
received  from  guests  to  supplement 
weekly  payments.  Gifts  in  kind  were  also 
reported.  The  Committee  agreed  to 
invite  Messrs.  Mellor,  Neal  Morris  and 
Clement  Shaw  to  attend  meetings  held 
at  Birdsgrove  House  in  the  ensuing  year. 

The  chairman  of  the  Publications 
Committee  gave  details  of  the  effect  of  the 
printing  dispute  on  the  Society's  public- 
ations. He  said  that,  as  from  June  30, 
work  had  stopped  on  the  new  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex  and  it  had  not 
been  possible  to  start  production  of  the 
British  National  Formulary,  1960,  as 
planned.  Unfortunately  the  stoppage  had 
begun  a  few  days  before  the  Journal  of 
Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology  was  ready 
for  printing,  and  it  would  be  necessary 
to  wait  until  work  was  resumed  before 
that  journal  was  again  available. 

On  the  Finance  Committee's  recom- 
mendation the  Council  confirmed  a 
proposal  to  alter  the  bye-laws  in  the  man- 
ner in  which  notice  had  been  given  and  on 
which  no  observations  had  been  received 
within  the  prescribed  period  of  sixty  days. 

Authority  was  given  for  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  to  be  sealed  with  the  Common 
Seal  of  the  Society,  and  it  was  agreed  to 
submit  the  alterations  to  the  Privy  Council 
for  confirmation  and  approval. 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee  stated 
that  during  May  1959,  the  Society's 
inspectors  and  agents  visited  1,176  author- 
ised sellers,  101  listed  sellers,  and  458 
drug  store  proprietors  and  similar  traders. 
Nine  cases  of  alleged  infringements  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1954,  were 
considered  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

IN  PARLIAMENT 

TOILET  SOAP.— MR.  F.  NOEL  BAKER 
asked  the  Minister  of  Health  on  July  6, 
if  he  was  aware  that  there  had  been 
widespread  complaints  that  a  toilet  soap 
had  caused  dermatitis.  Mr.  Derek  Walker- 
Smith  (Minister  of  Health)  replied  "No, 
Sir,  and  I  see  no  grounds  for  any  action 
on  my  part".  Mr.  Noel-Baker:  "Will 
the  Minister  examine  some  of  the  many 
complaints  that  I  have  received  about 
this  product?  Secondly,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  manufacturers  of  this 
"Fabulous  Pink  Camay  soap"  have  de- 
clined to  submit  their  product  to  an 
impartial  investigation  either  by  the 
Consumers'  Association  or  the  Consumers' 
Advisory  Council  of  the  British  Standards 
Institution,  can  the  Minister  state  what 
protection  can  be  given  to  the  general 
public?"  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith:  "I 
shall  be  very  happy  to  examine  anything 
in  regard  to  this  or  any  other  matter 
which  the  hon.  Member  wishes  to  send 
me,  but  I  have  received  no  complaints 
about  this  product.  It  may  be,  in  respect 
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of  this  as  of  other  individual  products, 
that  some  people  have  an  allergy  to  it, 
in  which  case  they  had  better  not  buy  it. 
That  is  no  reason  for  stopping  its  sale 
to  people  whom  it  suits." 
VETERINARY  SYNTHETIC  OESTRO- 
GENS.— Mr.  R.  W.  Sorenson  asked  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  what  further  reports  he  had  re- 
ceived on  the  danger  to  human  health  by 
poisoning  and  chronic  oestrogenisation 
transmitted  through  pasturage,  soil  ,and 
water  contaminated  by  animals  and 
poultry  treated  with  synthetic  hormones. 

Mr.  Godber  (joint  parliamentary  sec- 
retary, Minister  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food)  in  a  written  reply  on  July  7 
stated  the  Agricultural  Research  Coun- 
cil considered  that  the  experimental 
evidence  so  far  indicated  that  such  risk 
to  human  health  was  unlikely,  but  the 
use  of  synthetic  oestrogens  in  all  its 
aspects  was  being  reviewed  by  the  Council. 
CONSUMER  PROTECTION  COM- 
MITTEE.— The   names    of  number  of 


persons  invited  to  serve  on  the  committee 
to  study  questions  of  consumer  protection 
were  announced  on  July  7.  Members  of 
the  committee  are:  Mr.  Bedford  Attwood, 
chairman  of  a  firm  of  management 
consultants  and  of  Television  Audience 
Measurement,  Ltd.;  Mrs.  Leslie  Beau- 
champ,  a  housewife  of  Lee-on-Solent ; 
Mr.  Rex  Cohen,  of  Lewis's  Investment 
Trust  and  Selfridges,  Ltd.;  Mrs.  Beryl 
Diamond,  a  housewife  whose  husband  is 
the  headmaster  of  Cardiff  High  School; 
Lord  Geddes,  company  director,  member 
of  Scottish  Gas  Board,  Scottish  Tourist 
Board,  and  board  of  British  Travel  and 
Holidays  Association;  Mr.  Bernard  Ken- 
yon,  clerk  to  West  Riding  County  Council ; 
Mr.  Edward  Lewis,  chairman  of  the 
Decca  Group;  Mr.  John  Ramage,  director 
of  the  Drapers'  Chamber  of  Trade  and 
treasurer  and  secretary  of  the  Retail 
Distributive  Trades  Conference;  Miss 
Agnes  Richmond,  assistant  secretary, 
Scottish  Trades  Union  Congress;  and 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Stone,  wife  of  a  London 


solicitor  and  active  in  social  work.  One 
further  member,  a  lawyer  will  be  added 
later. 

CHEMICAL  SOIL  FUMIGANTS. — Sir 
A.  Bossom  asked  the  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries  and  Food  if  he  would 
advise  the  manufacturers  of  chemical  soil 
sterilisers  to  give  more  explicit  instructions 
as  to  the  application  of  their  products,  in 
view  of  the  damage  to  young  tomato 
plants  recently  caused  by  the  use  of  such 
a  steriliser.  Mr.  John  Hare  (Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food)  in  a 
written  reply  on  July  8  stated  that  reports 
of  such  damage  had  been  made  following 
the  recent  introduction  of  various  form- 
ulations of  chemical  soil  fumigants  based 
on  sodium  methyldithiocarbamate.  The 
commercial  interests  concerned  and  the 
Ministry's  scientific  and  technical  staff 
were  investigating  the  conditions  under 
which  damage  occurred  to  plants  subse- 
quently set  out  in  treated  soil.  It  was 
hoped  that  the  revised  instructions  would 
greatly    reduce    the  difficulties.

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ASSISTANTS  IN  DISPENSING 

Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  July  18,  p.  18 


It  seems  unlikely  that  the  present  style 
of  pharmacy  would  change  in  the  near 
future.  Mr.  Cowan  referred  to  the  manner 
in  which  pharmacy  assistants  had  been 
created  in  the  Republic  of  Ireland.  The 
qualification  had  been  instituted  in  1890 
by  section  19  of  the  1890  amendment  Act 
to  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875. 
When  the  examination  was  begun  it  was 
treated  by  the  apprentices  as  a  subsidiary 
examination  prior  to  sitting  the  licentiate 
examination.  The  student  was  examined  in 
pharmaceutics,  compounding  and  dispens- 
ing, forensic  pharmacy,  and  materia 
medica.  The  purpose  of  the  examination 
was  to  ensure  that  an  assistant  was  com- 
petant  to  deal  with  a  prescription  or  with 
a  sale  involving  a  knowledge  of  forensic 
pharmacy  during  the  temporary  absence 
of  the  pharmaceutical  chemist.  With  the 
development  of  lecture  requirements  for 
the  Licence  examination  the  Assistant 
examination  lost  its  value  as  a  proving 
ground,  and  in  recent  years  only  those 
who  failed  the  Licence  examination 
became  candidates  for  the  Assistant 
examination.  In  1958  the  Council  of  the 
Irish  Society  had  drawn  up  a  scheme 
which  made  the  assistantship  an  end  in 
itself.  After  a  preliminary  registration 
the  assistant  commenced  a  three-year 
apprenticeship  followed  by  a  four-month 
college  course,  thereafter  taking  the 
examination. 

Revised  Regulations 

The  revised  regulations  for  the  Society 
of  Apothecaries'  examination  for  assis- 
tants-in-dispensing had  come  into  force 
in  October  1958.  Candidates  must  undergo 
a  two-year  practical  training  under  the 
supervision  of  a  pharmacist  before  taking 
the  examination,  which  consists  of  two 
subjects:  pharmacy  (written  and  oral); 
and  materia  medica  (written  and  oral). 
Mr.  Cowan  considered  that  certain  basic 
facts  must  be  mentioned  before  the 
discussion.  The  advisory  role  of  the 
pharmacist  in  his  relations  with  the 
associated  professions  and  the  public 
was  of  ever-increasing  importance.  Mod- 
ern trends  in  pharmaceutical  practice  had 
increased  in  the  pharmacy  the  amount 
of  routine  work  that  could  be  satisfactorily 
undertaken  by  a  less  highly  trained 
person  than  the  pharmacist.  The  employ- 
ment of  assistants  had  always  been  a 
feature  of  pharmaceutical  practice.  There 
existed  a  variety  of  assistants  trained  to 
varying  degrees,  but  there  was  no  standard 
for  measuring  their  ability.  The  gap 
between  the  assistant  and  the  pharmacist 
had  been  progressively  widened,  and  the 
recent  extension  of  the  diploma  course 
had  rendered  that  gap  still  wider.  The 
position  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  its  duty  towards  all  pharmacists,  in 
whatever  sphere  they  might  be  engaged, 
must  be  considered,  as  must  the  fact  that 
sectional  interests  existed  in  retail  pharm- 
acy. Consideration  must  also  be  given  to 
the  degree  of  influence  that  the  creation 
of  a  class  of  assistants  would  have  in 
attracting  young  persons  to  make  a 
career  as  technicians  in  pharmacy.  There 
was  also  the  position  of  persons  who  had 
completed  the  pharmacy  course  but  had 
failed  to  qualify.  There  was  of  course  the 
need  to  ensure  that  the  interests  of 


pharmacists  were  adequately  safeguarded 
During  the  discussion  following  Mr. 
Cowans'  address  Mr.  W.  C.  D.  Bain, 
Aberdeen,  wondered  what  the  Council 
of  Eire  Pharmaceutical  Society  meant  by 
".  .  .  the  temporary  absence  of  the  pharm- 
aceutical chemist".  Mr.  Cowan  said  that 
the  term  "temporary  absence"  had  never 
been  defined  legally,  but  had  become 
to  mean  for  short  periods  such  as  absence 
on  a  half-day,  absence  when  attending  a 
funeral,  and  when  visiting  the  local  bank, 
etc.  Calculated  absence  (for  example,  a 
man  runnung  a  shop  by  two  unqualified 
assistants)  could  not  be  tolerated. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Perkin  (Dundee),  asked  how 
many  took  the  Society'sof  Apothecaries' 
examination.  Dr.  Macmorran  said  he 
beleived  that,  until  the  introduction  of 
the  National  Health  Service,  an  annual 
average  of  about  1 50  certificates  had  been 
awarded.  Since  then  the  number  had 
fallen  to  perhaps  fifty  per  annum.  The 
Society  of  Apothecaries  had  altered  its 
syllabus  and  regulations,  and  now  stated 
definitely  that  it  was  training  people  to  be 
assistants-in-dispensing  to  work  under 
pharmacists.  The  Ministry  of  Health  in 
England  was  bringing  in  regulations  to 
give  a  certain  status  to  assistants-in-dis- 
pensing so  far  as  hospitals  were  conserned. 
There  would  be  a  scale  of  remuneration 
for  that  class,  and  it  seemed  likely  that 
that  would  mean  that  the  numbers 
entering  for  the  Society  of  Apothecaries' 
examination  would  be  on  the  upgrade. 

Mr.  R.  S.  Morrison  (Inverness),  asked 
the  chairman  if  he  thought  the  Ministry 
of  Health  might  use  that  development  in 
an  attempt  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
pharmaceutical  service.  The  chairman 
said  that  it  was  difficult  to  answer  that 
question,  but  he  was  sure  that  the  Society 
would  look  after  the  interests  of  its  mem- 
bers. Mr.  F.  Hepburn  (Edinburgh), 
wondered  how  a  scheme  for  training 
assistants  would  affect  the  general  pattern 
of  pharmaceutical  practice  in  Scotland. 
At  present  it  appeared  that  the  dispensing 
was  being  done  in  equal  proportions  by 
pharmacists  and  non-pharmacists  (under 
supervision).  He  wondered  how,  if 
assistants-in-dispensing  came  about,  that 
would  affect  the  section  of  untrained 
assistants.  Mr.  Cowan  agreed  that  about 
50  per  cent,  of  dispensing  was  done  by 
non-pharmacists  and  about  50  per  cent,  by 
pharmacists.  He  thought  that  the  training 
should  be  for  assistants-in-pharmacy  and 
not  necessarily  in  the  dispensary.  If  the 
people  who  were  engaged  in  the  work  at 
present  were  reasonably  intelligent,  he  did 
not  see  why  they  should  not  be  given  the 
opportunity  of  proving  that  they  had 
reached  a  certain  standard. 

No  Fear  of  being  Supplanted 

Mr.  C.  W.  Macfarlane  (Dundee),  said 
that  members  seemed  afraid  of  the  day 
when  assistants  would  crowd  out  the 
pharmacists.  In  his  opinion  the  gap 
between  the  trained  unqualified  assistant 
and  the  pharmacist  would  be  so  great 
that  there  should  be  no  fear  of  the  unqual- 
ified taking  the  place  of  the  qualified.  He 
believed  that  the  educational  standard 
required  for  entrance  to  the  Qualifying 
course  had  taken  care  of  that. 

Mr.  W.  C.  D.  Bain  (Aberdeen)  said  that, 


of  the  two  schemes  described,  he  preferred 
the  Irish,  for  all  the  qualifications  required 
by  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  were  ana- 
thema to  him.  After  twenty  years  of  those 
assistants-in-pharmacy  he  forecast  that 
they  would  outnumber  the  pharmacist 
by  about  four  or  six  to  one.  With  a  change 
of  government  it  was  possible  that  there 
would  be  an  active  Minister  of  Health 
that  might  be  committed  to  health-centre 
policy,  and  he  feared  that  health  centres 
might  be  staffed  by  assistants  to  the  det- 
riment of  the  qualified  personnel. 

Mr.  Bain  asked  if  Mr.  Cowan  would 
ever  envisage  a  large  company  with  one 
pharmacist  and,  say,  thirty  assistants,  or 
would  there  be  a  figure  for  dilution  ?  Mr. 
Cowan  said  there  would  require  to  be 
some  safeguards.  The  training  of  any 
assistants  was  a  good  thing,  but  some 
solution  had  to  be  found  to  the  question 
of  guaranteeing  protection  for  the  qualified 
pharmacist. 

Mr.  William  Bee  (Mauchline),  said 
that  the  members  of  his  branch  could  not 
see  why  the  time  was  now  opportune  to 
discuss  the  subject  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
every  pharmacist  at  present  trained  his 
own  unqualified  assistants,  and  they  did 
not  need  examination. 

Mr.  John  Maclean  (Auchinleck),  said 
there  was  ample  unqualified  staff.  Would 
it  not  be  better  if  there  were  a  standard 
controlled  by  the  Society  instead  of  by  a 
trade  union?  He  would  be  glad  to  have 
"unqualified"  assistants.  Should  unqual- 
ified assistants  not  be  trained  by  the 
Society  rather  than  a  co-operative  society 
or  trade  union. 

Mr.  Thomas  Coutts  (Aberdeen),  thought 
that  it  was  most  essential  that  pharmacists 
should  have  properly  trained  assistants, 
but  he  did  not  think  the  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries' examination  should  be  taken  as  a- 
standard;  the  preliminary  educational 
requirements  were  too  low.  Would  it  not 
be  better  to  have  slightly  better-educated 
assistants?  He  thought  it  most  essential 
that  the  Society  should  have  an  examin- 
ation for  such  sasistants. 

Mr.  J.  Chilton  (Glasgow),  asked  if  it 
were  envisaged  that  the  pharmacist  should 
be  compelled  to  use  such  assistants,  or  if 
it  would  be  voluntary;  the  chairman  said 
it  would  be  voluntary. 

Mr.  C.  Lyall  (Dundee),  thought  the 
scheme  was  excellent  and  that  they  should 
be  called  pharmacy  assistants.  He  suggest- 
ed that  present  "unqualifieds"  of  ten 
years'  experience  should  be  given  the  new 
status  without  examination. 

Mr.  David  R.  Kay  (Edinburgh),  thought 
that  there  should  be  a  test  at  the  end  of 
two  or  three  years  by  an  official  of  the 
Society. 

Miss  E.  M.  Liddell  (Stirling),  asked  if  a 
correspondence  course  would  be  suitable : 
one  of  the  muliple  firms  carried  out  such 
a  course;  the  chairman  said  that  one  must 
always  bear  in  mind  that  the  cities  were 
easily  dealt  with  but  not  the  rural  areas, 
and  some  form  of  correspondence  course 
might  be  necessary. 

Mr.  Thomas  Thomson  (Inverness),  in 
reverting  to  the  "fear"  motive  ,said  that 
unless  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  did 
something  to  recognise  the  status  of  un- 
qualified assistants,  in  time  the  multiples 
would  be  forcing  it  upon  pharmacists.
